God’s  Command  'wB 

Yet  “wait1”  is  the  command  we  receive  from  Brak  JhS 
God’s  word  and  the  results  of  waiting  are  mar-  gHMkSHBHi 
velous  indeed:  “Wait  on  the  Lord,  be  of  good  courage  and  He 
shall  strengthen  thine  heart”  (Psalm  27:14).  We  need,  first  of 
all,  to  wait  before  God  in  worship  and  prayer.  “I  don’t Want  any¬ 
thing,”  said  a  little  girl,  coming  into  her  father’s  study.  “I  just 
want  to  be  near  you  and  be  quiet.”' How  we  need  this  kind  of 
worshipful  waiting  before  God  wherein  we  pray; 

Dear  Lord  and  Father  of  mankind, 

Forgive  our  feverish  ways! 

Reclothe  us  in  our  rightful  minds; 

In  purer  lives  Thy  service  find, 

In  deeper  reverence,  praise. 

Life  looks  different  when  we  pray  and  worship  truly  in  that  spirt. 

Further,  we  are  to  wait  on  God  in  the  sense  of  serving  Him. 
We  call  those  who  serve  us  in  restaurants  waiters — so  we  wait 
on  God  by  serving  Hird  and  doing  His  .bidding.
